A Regulation to provide for the constitution of Muncipalities in the 

Andaman and Nicobar Islands and to define and regulate their 
power and functions and to repeal the Andaman and Nicobar Islands 

( Administration ) Regulation , 1979 . 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the Constitution , 
the President is pleased to promulgate the following Regulation made 
by him : - - 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 


1 . ( 1) This Regulation may be called the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands (Municipal) Regulation , 1994 , 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the territory of the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands .

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2. In this Regulation , unless there is something repugnant in the 
subject or context 

(1 ) " Auministrator" ineang tie Lieutenant Governor of the 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands appointed by the President under 
article 239 of the Constitution ; 

( 2 ) " building" means a house, hut, shed or other roofed struc 
tuie , for whatsoever purpose , and of whatsoever material construct 
cd , and every part thereof, and includes a wall and a well, but does

(5) " Deputy Commissioner " means the Deputy Commissioner of 
the Andaman and Nicobar Islands and includes any other officer 
specifically appointed by tho Administrator to perform all or any of 
the functions of the Deputy Commissioner under this Regulation in 
relation to a Municipality ; 

(6 ) " district means the district of Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands; 

(7) “ District Judge” icans the District Judge of the Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands; 

(8 ) " drain " includes a sewer, pipe , ditch , channel or any other 
device for carrying off sullage, sewage, polluted water , rain water or 
sub -soil water together with pail- depots, traps, sinks, cisterns , flush 
tanks and other fittings appertaining thereto ;

( 22) " major road " means any surfaced , that is to say metalled , 
and motorable public street not constructed by or on behalf of a 
municipality out of the municipal fund , wliich may be declared by 
the Administrator to be maintainable by the Andaman Public Works 
Department ; 

(23) "market" includes any place where persons assemble for 
the sale of, or for the purpose of exposing for sale, livestock , food 
for live -stock , meat, fish , fruit , vegetables, flowers, animals intended 
for human food or any other articles of human food whatsoever, with 
or without the consent of the owner of such places, notwith 
standing that there may be no common regulation of the concourse 
of buyers and sellers and whether or not any control is exercised 
over the business of or the persons frequenting the market by the 
owner or the place , or any other person ; 

( 24 ) " member " means a member of a Municipality ; 

(25 ) " municipal area" means any area declared under section 3 
to be a municipal area ; 

( 26 ) " notification " means a notification published in the Official 
Gazette ; 

(27 ) " nuisance includes any act, omission , place or thing, whiclı 
causes or is likely to cause injury , danger , annoyance , or offence to 
the sense of sight, smell or hearing or disturbance to rest or sleep of 
which is to may be dangerous to life or injurious to health or pro 
perty ; 

( 28 ) " occupiers includes an owner in actual occupation of his 
own land or building and any person for the time being paying or 
liable to pay to the owner of any land or building the ront or any

( 45 ) " sewage” means night soil and other contents of latrines , 
urinals, cesspools or drains and polluted water from sinks, bath 
rooms, stables, tittle sheds and other like places and includes trade 
effluents and discharges from manufactories of all kinds ; 


(46 ) " sewer” means a closed conduit for carrying of sewage .

(47 ) " street" incans any road , bridige , foot-way lane, square 
alley or passage in a municipal area along which the public or any 
portion of the public has a right to pass and includes , the drains, or 
gutters on either sid : , and the land up to the defined boundary of 
any abutting property , notwithstanding the projection over such 
land of any verandah or other superstructure ;

(56 ) " water works" includes all lakes , tanks streams, cisterns , 
springs, pumps , wells, reservoirs, aqueducts , cuts, sluices ,maing, pipes , 
culverts , engines, hydrants, stand -pipes, conduits, and all machinery , 
lands, buildings , bridges and things for supplying or used for supply 
ing water .

3 . ( 1) Subject to the provisions contained in sub -section ( 2 ) the 
Administrator may , by notification , declare any area within the district, 
to be a municipal area , and may , by like notification , extend contract 
or otherwise alter the limits of any municipal area or may declare that 
any such arca shall, froin a date specified by him , cease to be a municipal 
area : 


Provided that no such notification shall be issued unless , 

(i) a draft of the proposed notiiration together with a notice 
specilying the late after which that draft and the objections and 
suggestions of the persons likely to be affected thereby , will be

( b ) any area not having an average population of five hundred 
inhabitants to a squire mile calculated in accordance with the 
latest official census : 


Provided that the Administrator may , having regard to the popu 
lation of the area , the density of the population therein , the revenue 
generated for local administration , the percentage of employment in 
non -agricultural activities , the cconomir importance , or such other fac 
tors as he may deen fit , specify , by notilir lion , any such municipal area 
as an area for establishing a Nagar Panchayat or Municipal Council , as 
the case may be .

5 . ( 1 ) When , by reason of a notification under section 3 the limits of 
a municipal area are contracted to exclure therefrom any area forming 
part thereof, if the area co cxcluded is immediately placed under the 
control of some other local authority such portion of the Municipal 
Fund and property vesting in the Municipality and such portion of the 
liabilies of the Municipality as the Administrator may direct, shall be 
transferred to that other local authority , or , if the arca so excluded is

CHAPTER III 


MUNICII ’AL AUTHORITIFS , OFFICERS AND SERVANTS 


7. The Administrator shall by notification in the Official Gazette , con - 
stitute for every municipal area a Municipality .

8 . Every Municipality constituted under section 7 shall be a body 
corporate having perpetual picression and a common seal and shall , 
subject to such restrictions and conditions imposed by or under this 
Regulation or under any other law for the time being in force and shall 
have power to acquire , hold , administer and transfer property both moy 
able and immovable and to enter into cuntract and shall by the said name 
sue or be sued .

9 . ( 1) Save as provided in sub - section (2 ) , all seats in a Municipality 
shall be filled by persons chosen by direct clection from the territorial 
constituencies in the municipal area and for this purpose each munici- 
pal area shall be divided by the Election Commission into territorial 
constituencies to be known as Wards in such manner that the ratio 
between the population of each Ward and the number of seats allotted 
to it shall , so far as practicable , be the same throughout the municipal 
area : 


Provided that the total number of such members shall not be less 
than ten and not more than twenty - five . 

(2 ) The following persons shall be represented in a Municipality , 
namely : 

( a ) not more than three persons who are not loss than 25 years 
of age and who have special knowledge or experience in municipal 
administration to be nominated by the Administrator :

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Provided that the persons nominaler under this clause shall not 
have the right to vote in the meetings of the Municipality ; 


(1 ) the member of the House of the people representing the 
constituency which comprises wholly or partly , the municipal area , 

( 3 ) Seats shall be reserved for the Scheduled Tribes, the number of 
sich seals being detcrmined by the Administrator by Order to be published 
in the Official Gazette and the number of seats so reserved shall hear , as 
nearly as inay be, the same proportion to the lytal number of seats to be 
Silled by direct election in that Municipality as the population of ile 
Scheduled Tribes in the municipal area bears to the total population of 
that area and such seats shall be allotted by rotation to different wards in 
the Municipality. 


(4 ) Seats shall be reserved for women belonging to Scheduled Tribes 
from amongst the seats reserved for the Scheduled Tribes, the number 
of such seats being deternuned by the Administrator Dv Order to be pub . 
lished in the Official Gazette which shall not be less than onc -third of the 
Tutal number of seats reserved for the Scheduled Tribes . 


(5 ) Seats shall be reserved for women , the numbei of such scats 
being determined by the Administrator , by Order publisher in the Official 
Gazette, which shall be not less than one - third of the total number of seats 
and such seats shall be allotted by rotation to different wards in such man . 
ner as the Administrator may , by order , published in the Official Gazette , 
direct in this behalf .

10 . ( 1) Every Mlinicipality , unless sooner dissolved , under any law 
for the time being in force, shall continue for five years , from the date 
appointed for its first meeting , and no longer .

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section ( 1 ), The 
elected and nominated members of the Board functioning immedintelv 
before the coming into force of this Regulation shall continue to be mem 
hers till the expiration of the term prescribed under section 9 of the 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Municipal Boards) Regulation , 1957 as 
jt stood before its repeal . 


( 3) An election to constitute a Municipality shall be completed .--- 

(a ) before the expiry of its duration specified in sub- section ( 1 ) ; 

( h ) before the expiration of a period of six months from the dala 
of its dissolution . 


Provided that where the reminder of the period for which the dis 
solved Municipality would have continued . is less than six months , it 
shall not be necessary to hold any election under this sub - section for 
constituting the Municipality for such period . 


(4 ) A Municipality constituted upon the dissolution of a Municipality 
hefore the expiration of its duration shall continue only for the remainder 
of the period for which the dissolver Municipality would have continued 
under sub-section ( 1) had it not been so dissolved.

11. (1) A member may resign his membership , in writing, under his 
hand addressed to the Chairperson and his seat shall become vacant on 
its acceptance by him . 

( 2) A person nominated by the Administrator under clause (Q ) of 
sub -section (2 ) of section 9 may resign in writing under his hand addressed 
to the Administrator , through the Chairperson , and he shall cease to re 
present in the Municipality on the acceptance of his resignation by the 
Administrator, 


( 3 ) If for a period of sixty days a member or a person nominated by 
the Administrator under clause ( a ) of sub -section (2 ) of section 9, is 
without permission of the Municipality absent from all meetings thereof 
the Municipality may declare his seat vacant, 

Provided that in computing the said period of sixty days no account 
shall be taken of any period during which the Municipality is adjourned 
for more than four consecutive days ; 


Provided further that he shall be eligible for re- election , if otherwise 
qualified . 

( 4) If a member becomes subject to any of the disqualifications men 
lioned in sub -section (1) or sub -section ( 2) of section 12, his seat shall 
ihereupon become vacant,

12 . ( 1 ) A person shall be disqualified for being chosen as , and for 
being, a member of a Municipality or to be nominated by the Administra 
tor under clause ( a ) of sub -section (2 ) of section 9 , 

(a ) if he holds any office or profit under the Government of 
India or the Government of any State or Union Territory in the First 
Schedule to the Constitution other than an office declared by Parlia 
ment or the Legislature of that Statę or that Union territory by law , 
not to disqualify its holders ; 

(b ) if he is of unsound mind and glands so declared by a com 
petent court; 


( c ) if he is an undischarged insolvent; 


( d ) if he is not a citizen of India , or has voluntarily acquired the 
citizenship of a foreign State , or is under any acknowledgement of 
allegiance or adherence to a foreign State ; 


( e ) if he has been convicted by a criminal court for 


(i) an offence punishable under the Protection of Civil Rights 
Act, 1955 unless a period of six years has elapsed from the date of 
such conviction : 


Provided that a disqualification under this clause shall not, 
in the case of a person who on the date of the conviction is a mem 
ber , take effect until three months have elapsed from that date 
or, if within that period an appeal or application for revision is 
brought in respect of the conviction until that appeal or applica 
tion is disposed of by the court;

(h ) if he is so disqualified by or under any law made by Parlia 
ment for being chosen as , or for being, a member of either House of 
Parliament; 


Provided that no person shall be disqualified on the ground 
that he is less than twenty - five years of age , if he has attained the 
age of twenty -one years. 


Explanation .-- For the purposes of this sub - section a person 
shall not be deemed to hold an office of profit under the Government 
of India or the Government that he is a Minister either for the Union 
or for such State or in any Union territory or that he is a member of 
the House of the people , 


( 2 ) A person shall be disqualified for being a member if he is dis 
qualified for being a member of either House of Parliament under the 
Tenth Schedule to the Constitution , 


(3 ) No person is in the service of Government shall be eligible for 
being elected as a member. 


(4 ) If any question arises as to whether a member of a Municipality 
has become subject to any disqualification mentioned in sub- section ( 1) or 
sub -section (1 ) of section 21 the question shall be referred for the deci 
sion of the Administrator and his decision shall be final.

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(5 ) Before glying any decision on any such question , the Administra 
tor shall obtain the opinion of the Election Commission and shall act 
according to such opinion . 


13 . ( 1 ) Vacancy occurring by reason of the death , resignation , re 
moval or yoidance of the election of an elected member shall be filled at 
a casual election :

14 . (1 ) As soon as may be after its constitution , every Municipality 
shall, at a special meeting, elect one of its members, from among them 
selves , to be the Chairperson of the Municipality .

( 2 ) The term of office of a Chairperson shall be one year from the 
date of his election or the residue of the term of the Municipality , which 
ever is less . 


( 3 ) The office of the Chairperson shall be reserved for the first year 
of the Municipality in favour of a member who is a woman . 


(4 ) On the occurrence of any vacancy in the office of the Chairperson 
or the Vice -Chairperson , the Municipality shall within one month of the 
occurrence of such vacancy elect one of its members as Chairperson or 
Vice -Chairperson as the case may be . 


(5 ) If the vacancy be a casual vacancy in the office of the Chairperson 
and is reserved for a woman , the vacancy shall be Alled by electing one 
of the members from amongst women . 


15 . Every Municipality shall, at a special meeting , elect one or two 
of its members to be the Vice -Chairperson or Vice - Chairpersons and may 
by resolution regulate the precedence of the Vice -Chairpersons. 

16 . (1 ) The term of office of a Vice-Chairperson shall be one year 
from the date of his election as such or till he ceases to be a member 
of the Municipality whichever is earlier, 

( 2) A Vice Chairperson whose term of office has expired , shall, if 
otherwise qualified , be eligible for being re- elected as such .

ELECTIONS 


A . Muncipal Wards, Electoral Rolls, Volers and Candidales fir Elechon

be vested in the Election Commission appointed unde, section 185 of the 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands ( talnayals ) Regulauan , 1944 , and the Elec 
tion Commissioner appointed under that schon shall be deemed to be the 
Election Commissioner for the purposes ul this Regulation .
